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PROTOCOL EXTENDING THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 

BETWEEN 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 

AND 

THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF INDONESIA 
ON GENERAL COOPERATION IN SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 

FOR 

NATURAL HAZARD ASSESSMENT, ANALYSIS, WARNING, PREPAREDNESS, AND 

MITIGATION 

The Government of the United States of America and the Government of the Republic of 
Indonesia, 

Recognizing the fruitful collaboration that the two countries have conducted pursuant to the 
Memorandum of Understanding between the Government of the United States of America and 
the Government of the Republic of Indonesia on General Cooperation in Science and 
Technology for Natural Hazard Assessment, Analysis, Warning, Preparedness, and Mitigation, 
signed at Jakarta, 20 November 2006 (hereinafter referred to as "the MOU"), 

Considering that the MOU will expire per its terms on 20 November 201 1, and 

Referring to the Agreement between the Government of the United States of America and the 
Government of the Republic of Indonesia on Scientific and Technological Cooperation, signed at 
Jakarta, 29 March 2010 (hereinafter referred to as "the Science and Technology Agreement"), 

Have agreed as follows: 

Article I 

(1) The MOU shall be extended for an additional five-year period, with effect from 20 
November 2011. 

(2) The MOU shall be governed by the Science and Technology Agreement. In the event of any 
inconsistency between the provisions of the MOU and the Science and Technology 
Agreement, the Science and Technology Agreement shall prevail.
